CAUSE OF PLUM BLACK KNOT 


Tree Wart Is Undoubtedly Due to 
Fungous Growth and Most Preva- 
lent In Hot, Damp Seasons, 

The plum tree wart or black knot is 
sald to be due to a ball produced by 
an Insect or from fungous growth. Mr. 


50 P. Barry, in his Fruit Garden, says it. 


is undoubtedly due to fungous growth. 
It is most prevalent in hot, damp sea- | 
sons. He says: Clons should never 
be taken from a diseased tree, Cut- 
ting out the diseased branch clean to 
the sound wood, the moment the knots 
begin to appear; in an effectual rem | 
edy, and these cuttings should all ba 
burnt at once. We have saved trees 
six inches in diameter, that were af 
fected on the trunk so seriously thal 
one-third of. its thickness had to be 
removed to get below the disease: 
After it was cut out we applied a plas: 
ter of grafting composition, covered it 
with a cloth and in two years it was 
all healed over and sound. 

“Plum and damson trees are thé 
two fruits most injured by this fun- 
gous disease. If the warts are not cut 
out and the branches upon which 
they grow are not burnt, it will not 
be long before the entire tree is af 
fected, causing the loss of the tree. 
Wild trees with this disease should 
be cut down and burnt. 

“Slugs, which eat the tender leaves 
of the cherry and pear trees may be 
killed by dusting with fresh airslacked 
lme. Apply early in the morning 
when leaves are damp. Two applica 
tions will nearly always kill thd 
worms and their larvae. 

“The late broods of caterpillars 
should be destroyed before they leave 
the nest. If not killed when small, 
the worms will quickly eat up the 
young tender leaves, causing the loss 
of one or more branches of the tree, 
An asbestos torch, attached to the 
end of a pole of suitable length, is 
an effective way to destroy the nest 
and worms. The torch is sprayed 
with a little coal oll and when lighted, 
held under the post and around the 
branch where the worms are, the 
heat kills the worms at once and will 
not injure the branches. 


FEW MUSKMELON DISEASES 


Leaf Blight Causes Large Dead Arem 
In Leavea—Fungus Attacks 
Stems of All Plants.

The leaf blight causes rather large 
dead areas in the leaves, which are 
usually distinguished from those of 
mildew by their larger size and the 
tendency of the central portion to 
break out. The prevention of musk- 
melon leaf blight is by no means an 
easy matter, requiring of itself great 
thoroughness and carefulness in the 
application of the Bordeaux mixture 
and also requiring that the downy 
mildew shall be watched during the 
same period. For this reason earlier

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AN ENDOWED NEWSPAPER. 


How shall the endowed journal 
be organized? First, shal) it be 
a daily, weekly or monthly? I 
can see no reason why all three 
types should not be endowed. 
But if some great capitalist or 
some group of public spirited cit- 
{zens want to endow a paper that 
will have the greatest influence 
throughout the entire nation it 
cannot be a dally. The country 
ís too large. A dafly will not be 
Tead more than a few hundred 
miles from its seat of publica- 
tion. No man in Chicago, for in- 
stance, will read a New York 
daily, no matter how good, if he 
can get substantially the same 
news twenty-four hours ahead in 
a Chicago paper. In a small 
country like England or Holland, 
of course, the case is different. 
Nor can a national paper in the 
United Statea be a monthly. The 
intervals at which a monthly 
comes out are too great to per- 
mit it to have much influence on 
pending events. The national 
American paper then must be a 
weekly. A weekly alone can 
circulate all over the land and 
exert a maximum influence on 
current events. The money to 
endow such great national 
weekly should given outright 
to a board of trustees composed 
of the most eminent men of dif- 
ferent. political parties and so- 
cial classes, whose duties 
should consist in supervising the 
finances and selecting the man- 
aging editor and seeing that the 
journal lives up to its principles. 
The functions of the board should 
correspond to those of the trus- 
tees of a university —Hamilton 
Holt, Managing Editor of New 
York Independent.

The initiative and referendum 
as the ordinary means of legisla- 
tion. involve @ fundamental 
change in our n of govern- 
ment, one that not be 
lightly adopted. In a great coun- 
try like ours the adoption of all 
laws by this aystem would be 
cumbersome and impracticable, 
In smaller communities, where 
there is not such a diversity and 
complexity of interests, social 
and industria’ conditions, it has 
worked beneficially. But we 
have vast diversified ‘interests, 
such as our financial institutions, 


` industrial corporations and great 


railway lines, difficult probleme 
of governing our cities, the equal 
or greater problems growing out 
of our foreign commerce and ag- 
ricultural communities, the deli- 
cate relations between state and 
federal governments, nd to ap- 
ply the initiative and referen- 
dum in the framing of such laws 
would tend to more complexity 
and instability in government. 
Laws which require careful con- 
sideration, the examination by 
committees, knowledge 
of Iawyers and students of econ- 
omy, cannot be drawn and pass- 
ed in this way. This duty must 
be delegated to representatives 


responsive to the direct will of ` 


the people who may devote the 
time necessary for such work.—

MANUFACTURER KEEPS PROFIT 


Proof of Democratic Platform's Sound- 
ness Cited In Reports of Wage in- 
vestigations.

For u hundred years of our history 
the manufacturers, believing thut they 
received a benetit from the protective | 
tariffs. have ingeniously devised plaust. 
ble pretexts for imposing increased 
prices upon the necessuries of life. At 
tirst they said that industry in our 
country was in its infancy and needed 
Protection. When those industries had 
become strong and needed no aid the 
Manufacturers invented the theory 
that the foreigner paid the duty. This 
theory was exploded, and they declar- 
ed that cheap clothing meant cheap 
men and was not a blessing. 

Driven from every one of these Inde- 
fensible positions, their final and only 
argument left today is that the tariff 
is imposed upon foreign imports to en- 
able the manufacturer to increase his 
profits and pay higher wages. 

The Democratic platform declares 
that: Å 

“In the most highly protected indus- 
tries, such as cotton and wool, steel 
and iron, the wages of the laborers are 
the lowest paid in any of our indus- 
tries." 

Wages In Cotton Industry. 

Under the existing Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law actual imports of cotton 
cloth paid in 1910 average duties of 
56.4 per cent. 

In 1905, whet work and wage condi- 
tions in the cotton industry were er- 
ceptionally good, the wages of 202,211 
cotton mill operatives in the United 
States—men, women and children—av- 
eraged only $0.47 a week. The average 
wage for men was but $7.71 a week, 
for women $6.30 and for children, $8.21, 

As to the profits, seventeen leading 
cotton mills. with total capitalization 
of $25,110,000 and total surplus of $21,- 
863,501, pals in nine years dividends 
averaging 22 per cent. 

The cotton manufacturers turned out 
in 1905 $442.451,218 worth of goods and 
paid in wages therefor $94,337,695, or 
21 per cent of the value of the finished 
product. ` 

Extortion of Wool Tariff. 

Outside of the duties on two or three 
commodities of comparatively Little im- 
portance, the duties on woolen clotb 
are the highest of any in the tariff 
schedules. According to Senator Reed 
Smoot, owner of a woolen will at Pre- 
vost. Utah. and chairman of the finance 
committee tn charge of tariff legisia- 
tion in the senate, wearing apparel val- 
ved at 30 cents a pound now pays 
206 2-3 per cent duty. 


This and other correspondingly high 
duties on the manufactures of wool 
are made to enable the manufacturer 
to pay his labor an increased wage 
over those of foreign countries. But 
the duty on woolen goods is nearly five 
times the entire Inbor cost, while the 
American manufacturers in 1905 paid 
in wages only 18 per cent of the total 
value of their production. 

At Lawrence lu this most highly pro- 
tected Industry the Jaborers were oblig- 
ed ta-strike even for u living wage. 
Thousands of adult males were recelv- 
inly only from $ to $0 a week and 
many only $5 to $6 a week. Asa re 
sult of the strike the American Woolen 
company gave its employees slight in- 
creuses ln waxes. 

The woo! tariff bill vetoed by Presi- 
dent Taft reduced the duties on raw 
wool from 42.20 to 20 per cent and on 
manufactures of wool from 87.05 to 
48.36 per cent. Mr. Taft said he ve- 
toed It because the proposed rates did 
not comply with the findings of the 
tariff board. Senator La Follette con- 
tradicted the president, saying that the 
proposed rates varied from 1 per cent 
lower to 11.6 higher than the tariff 
board's findings justified. 

Low Wagee In Steel. 

Manufacturers of Iron and steel in 
1905 paid in wages only 15 per cent 
of the total value of their production. 
while the duty then would average 
about 45 to 47 per cent, and on all 
metals it now averages 34.51 per cent. 

American wages are really the cheapest 
wages in the world when you take into ao. 
pount the amount of production per man. 

An illustration of this appears in the 
Stanley report. investigating the steel 
trust, as follows: 

“The labor cost of producing pig iron, 
in Pennsylvania fell from $1.25 a ton 
m 1902 to 82 cents a ton in 1000, yet 
the realized value of the pig iron out- 
put was $15.64 in 1902. wherens it was 
$17.44 in 1900. In other words, wage- 
workers in 1102 got $1.25 for producing 
only $15.64 worth of pig iron and in 
1900 only 82 cents for producing $17.44 
worth.” 

While thus treating la bor the indus- 
trial combinations that bave grown up 
under the protection of the tariff bave 
fixed the prices of commodities at the 
highest point the bome market would 
stand } 

When will the laboring men of the 
country cast off this delusion that the 
tariff is for their benefit and with thelr 
votes strike down this monstrous injus- 
tice?

Peter the Great on his return to 
Moscow iu 1009, after traveling through 
Gernupy, Holland and England. de- 
vermied to make his Russian subjecta 
buk like Europeans, for at that time, 
tu both appearance and manners, they 
resembled the Aslaties. They were 
dressed lu long robes reaching down 
to their ankles, gathered In folds at the 
waist nnd girded by a belt or sash, the 
wealthier classes wearing garments of 
ricb muterials, lined with costly furs, 
and on thelr heads they wore a high 
cap with n fur border. 


‘They took a great pride in their 


long beards, which were combed ont 
over their breasts, and they reckoned 
them not only an ornament to the.
